Al Brown Tribute 




As uAial last Thursday morning, 
on 4be way to my office in Stuart 
Hall, I picked up a copy of the 
Hatchet and thmst it into my 
knapsack, thinking that I would 
read it in the afternoon when I had 
some time. Later, as I unpacked the 
knapsack, I finally glan^ at the 
n ew s pap er — and suddenly T began 
to reel lidth shock and anger and 
grief, as I read about the mnseless 
murder in Florida of Al Brmrn. 
Suddenly out of the heart of the 
ordinariness of my existence came 
the 'shattering reminder of how very 
iwift and fra^ everything Is. 

I had encountered Al Brown by 
accident only about a week before 
he sras shot to death. We ware both 
emergiag ftom the besemrat of the 
Marvin Center one early March 
evening. 1 had not seen him since 
the end of last spring, and, as the 
night deepened stonnd as, we stood 
snd taBted on H Street Now, I know 
I shall never forget that fortnitous 
meeting. 

I h^ in my hand a group 
photograph of the members of an 
EnglU class that assembled neatly 
three years ago Ja Building C. 
Seated in the back of the flats, at 
the veiy edge of the photograph and 
nearly obscured by sKsdew, it Al 
BrowtL The Al Brown I met the 
week before hit desth was not the 
tame Al Brown who was my student 
in that clast, though, I could say, 
too, that he was very much the sartK 
Al Brown. 

The older Al Brown had gtowa a 
foil beard which aocentiutad Us 
dsrk features and roughened a Csoe 
that wtu almost angelic fat Ht 
beauty. He had always been tlqr and 
naihi kiitIt—liinHiliii 


he had become mote deeply intro- 
spective. He had survived a semester 
living and studying in Spain, and 
the experience seemed to have 
etched sometUng inexorable, some- 
thing indelible in him — though what 
precisely it wu I shall never know. 
He said that in Spain he had become 
more politically sensitive, and he 
now attached lest value to what was ' 
ftivolous in life. I could tell that the 
experience had frightened him but 
that in the process he had grown 
more self-reliant and aiore alive to 
the mystery of life — hx meaning or 
its lack of mesaing. 

Now, as I write this and handle 
the group photograph, something 
else pours in: the reaction that the 
photograph already contained Ms 
complete sbaence, that he Is gone 
fo reve r as surely as each moment 
that pussm is ^ssw forever, and that 
all that remalas of Urn are the bits 
ami pieces of mamorim of him in the 
minds of those he touched. And, 
though we spoke only briefly tUtt 
night in e^ Mai^ that we 
paused to speak at an nows seems 
important 

By chance %t night are shared 
thoughts, and suddenly that chance 
exchange assumes a different shad- 
ing. That brief, shared experience, 
wteh surely had its effe^ then, 
rushes back •< nie now, as if 
suddenly it were reve r b e r a ting from 
tome Immeasurably thick walL 
Only, now, it seems enlarged by the 
brevity of the Uves that encompassed 
it Suddenly a dialogue that might 
have contiraied is interrupted for- 
ever. A dtde closes, and a single 
human soul begins to claim Its 
definitioo from the sum of such. 
eacouBters ami exchanges — and 
from something more beyo^ them
